BARON MUNCHAUSEN. 



The Llffl History of the Most Accom- 
plished Liar of tlie Last Century. 

Does any ono nowadays read Baron 
Munchausen, or has he been quite su- 
perseded by Jules Verno and other 
modern wonder-workers? In 1785 ap- 
peared a narrative of "Marvelous 
Travels and Campaigns in Russia,” 
published under the name of Baron 
Munchausen, though iLs author was 
E. IL Rat pc, a native of Cassol. As 
the Munchauscns wero actually an old 
and powerful family, it is rather sur- 
prising that Kaspe should have adopted 
their name, though an ingenious reason 
for his doing so has boon recently 
elaborated. 

Before his time there appearod in 
llalbcrstadt a handsome, well-dressed 
stranger, who called himself Baron 
Carl Friedrich Munchausen. Ho was 
well received there, and soou married 
an elderly heiress, who considered his 
title an amplo exchange for her money. 
The Baron told her dazzling stories of 
his wealth, although ho confessed that 
it was at the time so involved by a law- 
suit aed sundry other legal complica- 
tions, that he could not obtain the use 
of it. In order to hasten theso pro- 
ceedings. he proposed going to the 
north of (iormany.and they accordingly 
went to Jever, near which there was 
an estate actually belonging to tho 
Munchausens. and on this projmrty the 
Baron attempted to raise money by 
means of mortgages. Noithor the ten- 
ants nor notaries doubted his title to 
the estates, but tho more cautious 
money-lenders insisted on delay and 
further inspection of his claims. 

Moantime, the Baron and his wife 
were cordially entertained by the neigh- 
boring dignitaries, who wero never 
tired of hearing about his extraordi- 
nary advonturos. He had visited tho 
Holy Land, Urooca. Egypt-, Nubia, and 
bad most remarkable talcs to toll of 
the events which befell mo in those 
countries. Ono day, however, ho wont 
too far, and referred to his previous 
marriage with a daughter of Major- 
General von VVerdcr. Ono of the ladies 
present seemed much perploxed, and 
finally told Munchauson that she 
could not in tho least understand this 
statement, as sho knew that General 
von Wcrder’s only daughter had mar- 
ried a gentleman in {Saxony. Tho Ba- 
ron blushed, stammered, and admitted 
that ho had manufactured tho entiro 
story. 

Strange to say. his acquaintances 
merely laughed at the ocourronce. and 
contented themselves with calling him 
a boaster. As yet they did not doubt 
his pretensions. Suddenly tho town 
was electrified by the news that tho 
Baron’6 wife had been shot while lying 
in her bed. It was the Baron who 
found hor, but she was quite dead 
when he gave tho alarm, and though 
he appeared to bo frantic with grief, 
he could make no suggestions in re- 
gard to the possiblo murderer. All 
tho evidcnco obtained by the police 
pointed to his own guilt, and ho was 
accordingly arrested. Then thero 
were found among his papers letters 
addressed to Baron Scharrenschild, 
and ho confessed undor pressure that 
this was his true name, and that he 
had assumed that of Munchausen. Al- 
though it was known that he hod an 
interest in his wife’s death, being 
greatly in need of hor money, he 
would not acknowledge that as the 
reason, but d*ciared that he had done 
the deed in attempting to shoot a pet 
dog which bod annoyed him. This 
explanation only proved that he was 
willing to lie to the last, as neither he 
nor the Baroness had such a dog. 

Application was made to the real 
Munchausens for any Information they 
might have concerning tbe Baron 
Scharrenschild, and it camo out that 
the impostor bearing that name had, 
with no recommendation except his 
manner and assurances, married and 
deserted a daughter of the house. In 
1704 the man was executed under tho 
name of Scharrenschild, but who ho 
was and whence he really came could 
never be discovered. These occur- 
rences were not soon forgotten in Ger- 
many, and any man who talked boast- 
fully of travels, duels or adventures 
was said to be another Boron Mun- 
chausen. The encyclopaedias attribute 
the origin of the name to the existence 
of a real Baron Munchausen, who was 
famous for his large stories; but as he 
died in 1797. and must, therefore, have 
been living when the book was first 
published, the account here given 
seems more probable. — Gentleman's 
Magazine. 



The Sail, Bnt True, Htorjr of Robert Bar- 
rack*. an Artificial Man.

Barracks had mot Miss Perkins ex- 
clusively by moonlight, llo had court- 
ed her by moonlighL proposed by 
moonlight and had been accepted by 
moonlighL The relentless glare of tho 
sun had never lit coiucidenfly upon tho 
form of Robert Barracks and Amanda 
Perkins; never had tho fond young 
couple bathed together in the effulgent 
light of a single ray. Had It b*ea 
otherwise our story would probably 
never have been written. Amanda 
firmly bolievod that her Robert was u 
perfect spccimon of mature manhood, 
and Barracks had permitted her to so 
believo rather than confess that a re- 
spectable minority of his being wtta 
dead and buriod. 

Alas for trusting woman and deceitful 
man, murder will out!

In trartlre Extract* from Stcpala'c'i 
Work o« the "limMian Peasantry." 

Serfdom, as established in Russia by 
law and custom, took la the regions 
where it struck mot a form peculiar to 
itself. The landlords allotted to each 
peasant household a quantity of land, 
and allowed them to give to its culti- 
vation. for their own beneflL a certain 
proportion of their time. For the rest 
of their lime they labored on their 
master's land for bis sole benefit, re- 
ceiving therefor neither food nor pay. 
Few were the cases — when, for in- 
stance. the master was a manufacturer 
— where tho serf; worked for him 
throughout the week and were board- 
ed and lodged at his expense. Tho 
allotment system of land prevailed 
everywhere, and the government at- 
tempted to regulato the economical 
relations between serf nnd master 
by a law prescribing throe dnys 
as the normal proportion of gratuitous 
work in the landlord’s IMds and threo 
days in the peasant’s. This law was. 
however, never strictly enforced. Ra- 
pacious masters could make their 
peasants work as long as they thought 
lit Many kept their serfs four or five, 
soma it was rumored, six days out of 
tho seven, leaving only Sunday for tho 
cultivation of their own holdings. It 
was evident that this state of things 
could not last The economical law, 
that tho producer's remuneration esia 
not fall below the minimum necessary 
for keeping him alive and enabling 
him to rear children, operates quickly 
and peremptorily in every slave-own- 
ing community. The master can not 
change his slaves for an equal number 
of fresh ones after having worn them 
out The improvident seigneur is in- 
evitably ruined, and stern necessity im- 
posed the three days’ rule as being tho 
only one which sufficed to keep tho 
human cattle in good health and 
strength. It prevailed generally 
throughout the country. The peasants 
gave up to their masters throe days a 
week, or, to speak more exactly, one- 
half of their labor (men. women and 
horses), and kept the remainder for 
themselves.

Prevent It by Not Hating Any Thing Dur- 
ing Itu.iine** Hour*. 

Indigestion is something more than 
simply an inconvenience. A body 
which Is served with food by a dyspep- 
tic stomach receives very poor ma- 
terial of which to rebuild its tissues. 
None of tho food is perfectly digested, 
and hence tho quality of all the tis- 
sues is deteriorated. The stomach 
sometimes holds up wonderfully under 
the heavy burdens laid upon it and 
digests a much larger amount of food 
than is necessary to supply tho wants 
of tho body. In such cases.,, tho ex- 
cessive amount of nutriment received 
is clthor at once oxcrctod or accumu- 
lates in tho tissues, clogging tho 
various organs and interfering with 
their proper activity. Accumulations 
of this *ort ara tho chief cause of 
gout, rheumatism, biliousness, and 
numerous other disorders which are 
usually attributed to other causes. Eat- 
ing when tired and engaging in active 
mental or physical exorcise immedi- 
ately after a hearty meal are two of 
the most eonravon sins against dietetic 
recitltude in our modern civilization. 
An old medical writer tolls us that a 
hundred years ago it was tho custom 
among tho merchants of Edinburgh to 
take two hours’ "nooning” for dinner 
in tho middle of the day, during which 
time th* shops wero closed and all 
business suspended. It is quite hope- 
less to attempt a resurrection of this 
good old-fashioned custom in theso fast 
Umes; and the host thing we can sug- 
gest is that no hearty meal should be 
oaten during the active business hours 
of the day, unless at least on hour or 
two can be allowed after the meal has 
been taken to givo the stomaoh oppor- 
tunity to get the digestive process well 
under way. The plan which our per- 
sonal experience leads us to prefer is 
to defer the hearty meal, as did the old 
Romans, until tho latter part of the 
day, say four o'ctock in the afternoon, 
taking, if necessary, an apple, a bunch 
of grapes, on orange or two, or some 
equally simple food at midday to ap- 
pease the clamoring of tho stomach 
until it has become accustomed to the 
lengthened interval between the first 
and second meals. Two meals a day 



ABOUT EAR-R:NG3. 



Medlntl Advice a* to l*l<*rclns the Ear for 
Om.unent*. 



There is a custom, a relic of savage 
life, by which tho women of our day 
seek to add attraction to their beauty 
— the piercing of tho lobe of tho ear 
and wearing in tho hole some form of 
ornament — an ear-ring. This operation 
is performed, as a rule, as soon os a 
little miss has arrivud at the age of 
accountability, and it is relegated to 
tho bands of artisans— jewelers. A 
piece of flesh is punched out of the 
lobe, so that a small oonal remains; a 
piece of string, a straw or any thing 
convenient that will go through, cov- 
ered, perhaps, by grease or vasolina is 
pushed into the hole. The little girl 
goes around for a week or two with a 
dirty string or straw in her ear; the 
lobe is swollen and looks ugly, but 
never mind, it will add to her beauty 
in tbe end. The wound may become 
very much inflamed, so that an ab- 
scess of tho lobe may take plica and 
and when this is cured the ear may be 
disfigured for Ufa The lobe may b e 
shrunken in consequence or the hole 
may be too largo- This perhaps, does 
not happen very frequently, but it 
nevertheless happens and the work 
has to bo repaired, if possiblo, by tho 
surgeon. It is a pity that this oper- 
ation can not be relegated to surgery. 
Surgeons operate daily for cosmetic 
effect; why may they not do this? It 
would be prophylaxis rather than euro. 

Some women will insist upon wear- 
ing heavy pendant ear-rings. These 
by their weight will enlarge the hole 
and make the lobe unsightly. The 
surgeon's knife has also been required 
to remedy this evil. Theso pendant 
car-rings are very apt to catch in dra- 
pery. It is gratifying to know that 
pendant ear-rings are less frequently 
worn now than formerly. The con- 
census of opinion seems to be in favor 
of those that lie close to tho ear, that 
do not hang down. A surer leaf or a 
diamond drop set into tho pink of a 
well-shaped lobe is a “thing of beauty 
and a joy forever .” — Medical Classic*.

Coffee owes its stimulating and re- 
freshing qualities to caffeine. It also 
oontains gum and sugar, fat, acids, 
casein and wood fiber. Like tea. it 
powerfully Increases the respiration; 
but, unlike It, does not affect its depth. 
By its use the rate of the pulse is in- 
creased and the action of the skin di- 
minished. It lessens the amount of 
blood sent to the organs of the body, 
distends the veins and contracts tho 
capillaries, thus preventing waste of 
tissue. It is a mental stimulus of a 
high older, and one 'hat is liable to 
great abuse. Carried to excess, it 
produces abnormnl wakefulness, indi- 
gestion, acidity, heart-burn, tremors, 
debility, irratablllty of temper, 
trembling, irregular pulse, a kind 
of intoxication ending in de- 
lirium and great Injury to tho 
spinal functions. Unfortunately, there 
are many coffee tipplers who depend 
upon it as a drunkard upon his dram. 
On the other hand, coffee is of sover- 
eign efficacy iu tiding over the nerv- 
ous system in emergencies. Coffee is 
also, in Its place, an excelent medi- 
cine. In typhoid fever its action is 
frequently prompt aud decisive. It is 
indicated in tbe early stages before 
local complications arise. Coffee dis- 
pels stupor and lethargy, is an antidote 
for many kinds of poison, and is valu- 
able in spasmodic asthma, whooping 
cough, cholera iufautum. and Asiatic 
cholora. It is also exceleDt as a pre- 
ventive against infectious and epidemic 
diseases. In districts rife with malaria 
and fever, the drinking of hot coffee 
before passing into tbe open air has 
enabled persons living iu Lgcb nt*ees 
, to escape contagion. — Boston Journal 
of Commerce.

No business 
can be properly conducted where those 
who control it are unaware of their fi- 
nancial standing, and certainly the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky can not 
afford to be without information as to 
its status. This Inspector Miller sup- 
plies monthly in a succinct form, aud 
the Capital proposes that Hie actual 
substance of liis reports shall be “un- 
derstauded by the people. — Frankfort 
Capital.

(be location of railways. It of course 
fakes money to build tbem, but iu 
order to save money, tbe road should 
be located on tbe best and shortest 
route. If tbe present liue of tbe R. N. 
I. B. road ruus on the South side of 
Richmoud, then tbe natural aud sensi- 
ble route is to keep the ridge to Fort 
Estlll, an<l passing around Mrs. Greg- 
ory's, lake a bee line down au easy 
arade passing a little to tbe right of 
Hugh Cotyer’s bouse, and cutting tbe 
poiut of (lie bill at Wm. Bates’ apple 
orchard, and there entering tbe Muddy 
Creek bottom, you have an absolute 
plain aud air line to tbe crossing of said 
creek witli an inexpensive bridge iu 
David Black’s bottom, aud tlieuee up the 
Reeves branch with a splendid run to 
Kpeedwell passing same on Hie South 
side near Miss Polly Moberiey’s, and 
leaving W. B. Smith’s stone bouse to 
tbe right, strike tbe other survey 
on tlieOidliain branch and down it to 
Little Rock. This is certainly tbe nat- 
ural Hnd easy route over which to run, 
aud if an engiueer can only be induced 
to look at it, tie would at once clap bis 
bands iu eestacy and say “Eureka,” I 
have fouud it. Who ever wrote tbe 
piece iu The Cm max last week signed 
L. bit tbe uail on tbe head ; be knock- 
ed center out. I have been all over 
Madison county, and have surveyed 
tbe greater part of it, and know what 
I affirm to be strictly true. There is 
no other route running to Little Rock 
over which tbe road can be easily 
built. 

Tbe Hickory Lick route is perhaps 
tbe next best. Tbe steepest grade 
would be from Richmond to Fort 
Estill, aud from Speedwell dowu tlie 
Oldham branch. But tbe Oldham 
branch is twice as long as the Dodd 
branch or tbe Thorpe branch, and the 
bills at Drowning Creek are not half 
so high at tbe upper place as at tbe 
two lower places. And coming up tbe 
Oldham brauch from Little Rock this 
would be a much easier grade than 
running so high 011 tbe hill as the pree- 
eut survey does, because they cross 
tbe ridge much soouer by ..turning to 
Hie right through Frogtown and down 
Hickory Lick. Tbe cuts aud fills 
would be very light indeed, and this 
would look like building a road over 
the plains of tbe West, instead of 
through tbe mouutaius of Kentucky. 
This would bring tbe road within tbe 
easy reach of tbe timber resources and 
tbe coal regions of Jacksou couuty and 
South-eastern part of Madison, aud 
would not ruu so near tbe Kentucky 
Uuiou road in Clark and Estill coun- 
ties. 

Give Speedwell a chance. Why not 
examine it and be convinced?

Louisville Tobacco Market. 



By Glover A Durrett Louisville Tobacco 
Ware-House. 



Weekly Crop Bulletin of the Keu- 
tucky State Wealber Service, in co- 
operation with tbe U. 6. Sigual Ser- 
vice — for tbe week ending Saturday, 
April 6th, 1889. Louisville, Ky. Tbe 
meteorological conditions of (be past 
week have been generally fhvorable to 
tbe crops of tlie State. And the pleas- 
ant character of (be wealber permitted 
tbe active prosecutions of all kinds of 
farm work. Tbe temperature shows 
but a slight departure from the normal, 
but there is a very large deficiency iu 
rainfall. At the Central Station more 
than seven inches would have (o rail to 
bring tbe amount since January 1st up 
to tbe normal. Farmers in this and 
adjoining States are complaining ot too 
much dry weather ; and report dial 
water courses and wells are very Jow 
for tbe season. While as yet no serious 
results have been reported, a continu- 
ance of the present condition would be 
very unfavorable to crops. Frosts oc- 
curred upon several nights during tbe 
week, but were too light to iuflict any 
serious damage to vegetation. Crops 
of all kinds are much further advauced 
thau is usual at this season, but would 
be greatly aided by a little rain. 



Sales on our market for tbe past 
week just closed amount to 2704 hhds. 
with receipts for tlie same period 1411 
hhds. Sales ou our market since Jan- 
uary 1st amount to 39,005 hhds. Sales 
of the crop of 1888, to date amount to 
29,698 hhds. 

Our market Ibis week baa not devel- 
oped any new features whatever. A 
very firm and active market has !>een 
maintained tor all grades of burley ; 
it may be expected that sales will grad- 
ually diminish in quality until we 
conclude that preparations are lieing 
made for tbe planting of another large 
crop of burley tobacco.

Water Works. . 

At the Commercial Club meeting Fri- 
day night, Messrs. Jno. Higgins, H. J. 
Streng and W. G. Willis were appointed 
a committee to wait upon the City Coun- 
cil and Water Works Company and try 
to formulate some plan for putting the en- 
terprise on foot. The committee went 
before the City Couucil Monday night 
and suggested that the company and city 
subscribe $20,000 each and raise enough 
by mortgage to complete the works. This 
plan is a fair one, but the power of each 
branch of the proposed compauy would 
have to be limited to agreed maximum and 
minimum rates for water service and ex- 
pense account. There was a meeting 
last night of the City Council, Water 
Works Co. and Commercial Club to fur- 
ther discuss the ways and means of this 
great necessity. We see the urgent need 
of water here every day ; its uses are in- 
numerable and its benefits can not be 
reckoned. A good system of direct pres- 
sure water works would be worth more to 
the general prosperity of Richmond than 
two railroads. We are unreservedly and 
unconditionally for water works, and sin- 
cerely hope that our good citizens will 
push the matter to a successful termina- 
tion. 

Grand Lodge Knights of Honor- 

Last issue we mentioned that Mr. R. 
L. Gentry was in Louisville as a delegate 
to the Grand J-odge Knights of Honor. 
He arrived there in time to be present at 
the grand banquet at Leiderkranz Hall, 
Tuesday night. 

The Grand Lodge closed on Wednes- 
day after a two days session. 

The hour of election having arrived, 
Knights Bernard, Wood and Galye were 
appointed tellers. 

S. Sickels nominated for Grand Dic- 
tator J. T. Funk. F. L. McChesney, of 
Paris, eloquently seconded the nomina- 
tion. Andrew Offutt, of Lebanon, made 
a similar second, and then W. H. Bryan, 
of Paducah, in the name of 400 Knights 
of Paducah, also seconded Mr. Funk’s 
name. 

W. H. Yost, of Muhlenberg, nominat- 
ed Hon. T. G. Stuart, of Winchester. 
Wm. Wadsworth, Jr., of Maysville, sec- 
onded this nomination. 

The first ballot resulted : Funk, fifty- 

six ; Stuart, sixty -one. Mr. Stuart wai 
accordingly declared elected. 

The other officers elected were J. T. 
Funk, Grand Vice Dictator ; A. J, Hess, 
Grand Assistant Dictator; James A. 
Demaree, Grand Reporter; O. E. Com- 
stock, Chaplain ; Win. Hall, Grand 
Guide and E. G. Boone, Grand Guardian. 

The Knights of Honor originated in- 
Louisville, and there arc more members 
in Kentucky of that body than in any 
other two Slates combined. The order 
was founded through James A. Demaree, 
June 30, 1873, with seventeen members, 

: only one of whom have since died. The 
• seventeen members have grown to 129,- 
596, living throughout the forty-two States 
, of the nation and in the province of Can- 
ada. Its payments of $2,000 to the heirs 
of each deceased member has amounted 
to $29,000,000, and $4,000,000 has been 
paid in sick benefits. James Andrew 
Demaree, the founder of the order, has 
been Grand Reporter from the beginning. 
The Grand Lodge pay-roll for the session 
was $1,627.90. The previous session cost

The Chesapeake & OhioJ system is to 
erect a Union depot in Louisville at a 
cost of $150,000. 

Lexington is talking of a union depot 
to cost $75,000, the city to give a $25,000 
lot for the purpose. 

There will be no trouble to complete 
the grade from Richmond to the river by 
the time the tunnel and bridge are finish- 
ed. 

The R. N. I. & B. is located to a point 
within two and a half miles from Rich- 
mond, and work was begun on Monday 
only three miles from town. 

The grass earnings of all the railroads 
in the Union for the year of 1887 (the last 
year reported) amount to the vast sum of 
$940,(50.702, an increase of $110,209,866 
over the preceding year. 

Several railroad builders who had con- 
tracts on the Kentucky Midland between 
Georgetown and Frankfort have complet- 
ed the same and moved their camps to 
points between Georgetown and Paris. 
The Kentucky Midland has received its 
first engine here. It is named “Judge 
Lindsay.” — Georgetown Times. 

Track laying on the Kentucky Midland 
was commenced at Georgetown Saturday 
morning. The starting point was from 
the Cincinnati Southern road, and at 
night the Paris pike was reached. The 
track layers are now on the Betts proper- 
ty. Ties have been distributed as far as 
the road bed is ready to receive them. — 
Georgetown Times. 

The gross earnings of the Kentucky 
roads reporting to the Commission, for the 
year ending June 30, 18S8, were $14,583,- 
075, an increase over the year before of $2,- 
, 44 - 7 ° 9 or * 7- J 4 percent. The net earnings 
for the same period were $5,936,244, an 
increase of $988,080, or 19 96 per cent over 
the year ending June 30,1887. The aver- 
age gross earnings per mile of the roads 
reported, for the year tS8S, are $7,008, and 
the average net earnings per mile $2,852. 
The percentage of operating expenses to 
the gross earnings is 62.62, leaving the 
net earnings 37 38 per cent, of the gross 
earnings. 

H. E. Huntington, of the Kentucky 
Central, was in the city yesterday and 
made a proposition to the City Council to 
locate the machine shops here. He said 
the shops in Covington had been sold to 
the C. & O., and the K. C. would be com- 
pelled to build before January 1st ; that if 
Paris would give $50,000, the shops would 
be located here ; that work would be 
begun on the buildings at once, and 
they would cost $200,000 ; that the pay- 
roll now amounts to $1204x10 a year ; end 
that about 500 men would be employed. 
The Council will likely submit the propo- 
sition to the voters. — Kentuckian-Citizen.

A11 the charlatanism of the Repub- 
lican party expressed itself in Oar- 
field's choice of Robert T. Lincoln for 
Secretary of War. The persistence of 
that idea was most notably proved by 
tho retention of Lincoln in a subse- 
quent Cabinet, whence all but he had 
fled. It was in keeping with this bo- 
gus Republican spirit that Frederick 
Grant, partner of Ferdinand W r ard, 
was nominated for Secretary of State 
in New York in 1887. Harrison's 
haste to send Grant to Austria-Hun- 
gary exhibited his faith in Republican 
humbuggery. 

The mission to the court of St. 
James is now given to Robert T. Lin- 
coln, a gentleman who. left to bis own 
resources, would remain in an obscure 
station through life. Mr. Lincoln 
goes to fill a place such as was in- 
trusted to the Adamses, Franklins 
and Jeffcrsons when the R i public was 
feeble. The idea must be that, in its 
might, this Nation neods a lower type 
of ability. 

Why Mr. Harrison should pass out- 
side of politics to resurrect the son-of- 
his-f&ther idea as a joss for fools' 
worship can also be explained with 
the argumenlum ad homincm. Mr. 
Harrison is himself the beneficiary of 
the son-of-his-father's propaganda. 
Democratic Republicans should not be 
thankful for such a step toward mon- 
archy and aristocracy. 

The appointments of Editor Rice, of 
the North American Review, to Rus- 
sia, and Patrick Egan to Chili are in 
the nature of wages due. Both these 
gentlemen damaged their own reputa- 
tion for fairness an 1 intelligence in 
upholding the war tariff. 

The mission of Mr. Halstead to 
Germany was not to be idly criticised. 
Mr. Halstead, once out of Ohio, be- 
comes a statesman. Doubtless he 
would have reflected honor on his 
country — at least tho Herald has no 
other thought Merit and service to 
his party award him a conspicuous 
place in our blue book. If he could 
not have shone alone when set in such 
a constellation of nobodies as now for 
the first tine adorns our diplomatic 
heavens, he would have disappointed 
even those readers whom he has al- 
ready disheartened by his overweening 
spirit of editorial partisanship. — Chi- 
cago Herald.

The horde of buzzards by which Har- 
rison the Second is now environed ex- 
ceeds in number, as well as in raven- 
ousness, those that killed his ancestor. 
And it is the openly expressod opin- 
ion of the Northern Senator from Illi- 
nois that they will drive this Harrison 
also to his death, unless he shall pro- 
ceed at once to farm out the appoint- 
ing power to the Senators— “which 
ought to be ours by right!" says that 
Senator. 

Mr. Farwell overlooks the fact that 
Harrison the Second is a much younger 
man than was Harrison the First, and 
the further fact that, being a graduate 
of tho political school of indiann, he 
is “tough, sir! very tough!”

body else is at present inevitably pow- 
erless and incapable. As there is like- 
ly to bo very little work for the army 
hereafter In the care of tho Indians, it 
will be available for this service ot 
guarding tho National forests. The 
work can be done well by the army, 
and it would cost nothing, or vory 
little, while any other plan would 
necessarily be both ineffective and 
costly. This guardianship and de- 
fense of the Nation’s forests 
by the army of the nation should bo 
continued and maintained until a suf- 
ficient number of adequately trained 
and equipped foresters has boon pro- 
vided by the National Government for 
the administration of a complete and 
permanent system and policy for tho 
management of the forest on the pub- 
lic domain. 

This brings us to consider the third 
step. This should bo tho appointment 
by the President of a commission to 
make a thorough examination of tho 
condition of the forests belonging to 
the Nation, and of their relation to the 
agricultural interests of the regions 
through which tho streams flow which 
have their sources in those forests, 
and to report, with the facts observod, 
a comprehensive plan for the preserva- 
tion and managomont of the public 
forests, including a system for train- 
ing, by the Government, of a sufficient 
number of foresters for the National 
forest service. 

The Commission should determine 
what portions of tho existing forests 
on the public domaiu should be per- 
manently preserved, and in what man- 
nor the remainder should be disposed 
of. The National forests can be so 
managed that they will be perpetually 
reproduced, and will yield forever an 
abundant supply of timber for the in- 
habitants of the adjacent country, and 
a revenue which will more than sus- 
tain tho cost of the forest service. A 
National School of Forestry should be 
established at a suitable place in one 
of the great mountain forests on iue 
public lands, and its equipment should 
be as thorough and adequate for its 
purpose os that of tho National Mili- 
tary Academy at West Point — Garden 
and Forest

When Mr. Murat Halstead, of Cin- 
cinnati, said some years ago that “the 
brood and greasy hand of boodle’’ was 
on the five Republican Senators who 
recently voted to reject his nomination 
as Minister to Germany, he expressed 
a patent truth in inelegant language. 

The brood and greasy hand of boodle 
is on them, and not on them alone, but 
on the entire Republican Senate and 
the whole Republican party. 

Mr. Halstead is not a consistent man. 
Tho fact that he stated this great truth 
about tho Senators of his own party 
shows that he has lucid intervals in 
which he values truth more than con- 
sistency. It is the Halstead of these 
lucid intervals for whom the Republic 
has a sincere regard. In one of them 
he told the truth about James G. 
Blaine in Cincinnati English not even 
surpassed in force by the above sample 
of what Cincinnati English is at its 
best and worst. He no 'more scrupled 
then to describe Blaine as a freebooter 
and huckster of public trusts than he 
did to tell the truth about tho Repub- 
lican Senate. 

That be is now willing to take offloe 
under Blaine is os much a part of his 
personal weakness as the truth he was 
inconsistent enough to tell was a part 
of his strongth. 

It is true that only in paroxysmal 
moments is he inconsistent enough to 
tell such truth, but it must be remem- 
bered that his nature is paroxysmal in 
nearly every thing. 

Where there is no question of public 
policy at stake, wo do not believe in 
political revenges, and we think it pe- 
culiarly unfortunate that Mr. Hal- 
stead should have been made the vic- 
tim of the truth he told. He has not 
had such spasms too often to have them 
fixed on him as a habit He needed 
encouragement rather than rebuke. 
His language was that of Cincinnati, 
but it was truthful. It was the broad 
and greasy hand of boodle that filled 
the Senate with Republican money- 
sacks; that bought New York and In- 
diana; that put Harrison in the Presi- 
dency, Blaine, Windom, Proctor and 
Wanamaker in the Cabinet, and that is 
now controlling the Government of the 
United States against the majority of 
tho people.

Tho first step in tho effort to provide 
for the conservation of the forests on 
the National domain should be tho 
withdrawal from sale of all forest 
lands belonging to the Nation. It will 
not be necessary to preserve and main- 
tain all these forests permanently, but 
the extent of forest territory which 
will be required by a practical plan of 
forest-presorvotloc and management 
for our Western mountain regions can 
not be at once precisely determined. 
A thorough examination of these re- 
gions, and of the agricultural country 
depeodlng upon them for its water 
supply will bo neoossary, in order to 
show what forests must bo retained, 
ood what tracts of timber can be put 
upon the markot without Injury to tho 
important Interests involved. Until 
such an examination has boon made, 
none of tbe forest lands now belonging 
to tbe United States should be sold. 

The second step should be to com- 
mit to the United States army the care 
and guardianship of the forests belong- 
ing to the Nation. There is in time of 
peace no other work of National de- 
fense or protection so Important as 
this which the army can perform, and 
it is plain that under existing condi- 
tions the forests on the National do- 
main will not be — indeed can not be — 
adequately guarded and protected by 
any other means. The measures 
which have been tried, including those 
now in operation, or nominally in 
operation, have proved almost entire- 
ly ineffective. The forests on the pub- 
lic lands arc pillaged by settlers and 
by the employes of railroad and min- 
ing oompauies without scruple or 
limit. Chher instruments will have to 
be employed if the forests are to be 
preserved. Their complete and final 
destruction, with that of the soil 
which sustains them, is, under tha 
present system, or want of system,: 
only a question of time, and of a very 
short time. 

The officers of the United State* 
army are oducated by the Nation for 
its services, and they constitute a body 
of men not equaled by any other in our 
country in their equipment for guard- 
ing and protecting tho great forest re- 
gions belonging to tho Nation. They 
possess every kind of fitness for this 
work in greater degree than any other 
class of men, and if authorized by law 
to undertake this service they would, 
have the power and the means neces- 
sary for its performance, while every-

Th© Peculiar Gam to Be Found la the 
Mouth of F.verjr Patagonian. 

To fit it for use tho natives mako it 
into pellets, then hold it on the point 
of a stick over a basin of co. J water; a 
coal of fire is then approachod to it, 
causing it to melt and tricklo down by 
drops into the basin. The drops, 
hardened by the process, are then 
kneaded with the fingers, cold water 
being added occasionally, till tho gum 
becomes thick and opaque like putty. 
To chew it properly requires a great 
deal of practice, and when this indig- 
enous art has been acquired a small 
bail of maken may bo kept in the 
mouth two or three hours ovory day, 
and used for a wook or longer without 
losing its agreeable resinous flavor or 
diminishing in bulk, so firmly doos it 
hold together. Tho maken chower on 
taking the ball or quid from his 
mouth washes it and puts it by for 
future use, just ’as one docs with 
a tooth-brush. Chewing gum is 
not merely an idlo habit, 
and tho least that can be 
said in its favor is that it allays the 
desire for excessive smoking — no small 
advantage to tho idle dwellers, white 
or red, in this desort land; it also pre- 
serves the teeth by keeping thorn free 
from extraneous matter, and gives 
them such a pretty luster as I have 
never scon outside of this region. My 
own attempts at chowlng maken have 
so far proved signal failures. Some- 
how tho gum Invariably spreads itself 
in a thin coat over tho interior of my 
mouth, covering tho palato like a 
sticking plaster and inclosing the 
teeth in a stubborn rubber case. Noth- 
ing will serve to remove it whon it 
comes to this pass but raw suet, vigor- 
ously chowod for half on hour, with oc- 
casional sips of cold water to harden 
the delightful mixture and induce it 
to como away. Tho culmination of 
the mess is when tho gum spreads 
over tho lips and becomes eutangled in 
tbe hairs that overshadow them; and 
when tliecl06cd mouth has to be careful- 
ly oponod with the fingers, until these 
also become sticky and hold togother 
firmly as if united by a membrane. 
Ail this comes about through the 
neglect of a simple precaution, and 
never happens to the accomplished 
masticator who is to the manner bom. 
When the gum is still fresh occasional- 
ly it loses its quality of stiffness arti- 
ficially imparted to it, and suddenly 
without rhyme or reason, retrnnsforms 
itself into tbe raw material as it came 
from tho tree. The adept, knowing 
by certain indications whon this is 
about to happen, takes a mouthful of 
water at the critical moment, and so 
averts a resuit so discouraging to tho 
novice. Maken-cbewing is a habit 
common to every body throughout the 
entire territory of Patagonia, and for 
this reason I have described tho very 
delightful practice at some length. — 
Gentleman's Magazine.

"And in buying books pooplo don’t 
know, often, when thoy are getting a 
good bargain. Here is on old French 
book that fow know any thing about, 
but it is exceedingly curious. libra- 
rians set it on my catalogue, but they 
never heard of it before and think it 
isn’t worth any thing. Well, if some- 
body doesn’t buy it I shall double tho 
price of it in my next catalogue, and if 
it doesn’t soil then I shall double tho 
price again, and by that time some one 
will be sure to want it” 

“Do you never get hold of books 
that you find it impossible to sell at 
all?" 

"No, never; I have had so much ex- 
perience that I can tell when I see any 
book whether I have ever had calls for 
it or am likely to have any. 

“A good many queer things happen 
in this business, but here i9 ono that 
sounds almost like fiction, though it is 
every word true. A man came into my 
shop here one day and introduced him- 
self, saying that though he had had a 
good deal of correspondence with me 
he had never seen me, but being in 
New York, ho thought that he would 
call, though for no other purpose than 
to say ’good day,’ os he did not want 
to buy any thing at present. We ta kod 
pleasantly for a fow moments, and he 
looked about tho shop. ‘What is in 
that big basket?’ he said, at lost- 

"The basket that he pointed to was 
the same one that is thore behind you 
now and it was full of old legal docu- 
ments. 

“ Gh, nothing of any consequence,’ 
I replied, setting the basket on the 
counter for him to lc»>k at. 

"Ho turned over the papers and 
finally asked me what I would take for 
them. ‘I didn't know,’ I said, ‘what 
will you give for them? 1 

“ Til give you ten dollars for the 
lot,’ he said, and I took the offer at 
once. 

“He picked out two of the papers 
and put them in his pocket, and then 
said: ‘Send me the rest any timo;
